“There is no renson, so far as I can 
perceive, 
pended in favor of a saloon keeper, 
rather than any other class of shopkeep- 
ers. There is no more reason to my 
mind why the saloon keeper should be 
permitted to keep his doors open on Sun- 
day. when the law says he should not, 
than the baker, the grocer, the clothing 
merchant and others should be extended 
the same privilege. The law says they 
all whall keep thelr stores closed. Near- 
ly all of them except the saloon keepers 
do. The law on the books provides for 
Sunday closing of saloons. I propose to 
enforce all laws in reference to saloons.’ 
Thomas E. Mulvihill, who was appointed 
excise commissioner Friday by Gov. Folk 
to succeed James Monroe Seibert, made 
the foregoing statemént to a  Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Saturday when asked 
whetber he would close the saloons of Bt. 
Louls on Sunday. He declined to answer 
“ves or “no'’ to the question and ex- 
plained the reasons for his declination. 
‘As I interpret the situation, the 
commissionership was not created 
crease the revenue of saloons, 


‘‘Not a Reformer.” 


“] do not wish to be classed as a re- 
former,’”’ Mr. Mulvihill said with empha- 
gis, “but if it will be reform for me to en- 
force the laws governing saloons, then I 
fear I will be classed in that category. 

“There are several other phases of the 
gniocon situation,’’. he added, changing the 
line of conversation, “in which I am ready 
to declare myself much more positively 
than on the Sunday-closing question. 

“For instance, music in saloons. I pro- 
pose to clean out of every saloon, as speed- 
fly as possible in a legal manner, every 
musical instrument or artificial contrivance 
calculated to entice persons into these s8a- 
loons 

“The law prohibits these musical con- 
trivances, and, in addition, I feel strongly 
on the subject myself. There are enough 
of men who go into saloons willingly with- 
out using artificial and ‘musical means to 
entice men. and women, too, for that mat- 
ter, into saloons. 

“The law also prohibits gambling in sa- 
loons, and I am ready to act in gambling 
cases that are reported to me from saloons. 
Understand, however, that I do not 
sider a social game of cards, not played for 
money, gambling. 

“Then the law prohibits wineroom, anr I 
will wipe out every one of them in St. 
Louis, if possible under the law. I have a 
personal horror ofthe wineroom, but i!

ROBBER OF MAIL POUCHES 


A.E. BELL. 


Postoffice inspectors in St. Louis are 
keeping a close lookout for Arthur E. Bell, 
described by them as one of the most suc- 
cessful and daring mail-pouch robbers in 
thé country. Information is that Bell is 
either in the city or will reach here in a 


few days. 

Bell escaped March 18 from the govern- 
ment prison at McNeil'’s island, near Se- 
attle, Wash.. to which he was sentenced 
a year ago to serve four years for rifling 
a mall pouch. 

It was in September, 1902, that a mail 
pouch was stolen from the .Philadelphia 
mail platform by Bell, who had been pos- 
ing as a truckman around the platform. 
He escaped from Philadelphia and came 
West. At the crossing of the Wabash and 
Chicago & Alton tracks, near Springfield, 
Ill., it is alleged, he stole another pouch, 
rifling letters of many checks, which. he 
cashed in St. Louis. Inspectors say he ob- 
tained about $4000 In a few days.

This action will follow the unanimous 
recominendation of a sub-committee of 
three that the gift be accepted. The in- 
formation comes from one high in its coun- 
cils. 

The ground which the prudential commit- 
tee wil] take, it is said, is that the Amer- 
fean board of missions is not an institu- 
tion for reforming the private character 
of individuais who give it money, nor can 
it be within its jurisdiction form a board 
of inquiry to investigate the business meth- 
ods of such donors. 

Pastors of prominent churches through- 
out the country, as well as bishops, those 
high in ecclesiastical authority and others, 
still continue tc manifest great interest in 
the protest that was made to accepting 
Rockefeller’s offer.

There is really between 
Venezuela and Washington no question of 
sufficient importance to occupy attention 
or worthy of consideration by serious per- 
sons. Your minister holds himself aloof 
from the good understanding which exists, 
but Venezuela will defend with ardor the 
common interests and honor of both coun- 
tries. 


NEW YORK, March %.—President Cas- 
tro, it is reported, is still living near Mara- 
cay, where dancing takes place nearly 
every night, according to a Herald dis- 
patch from Willemstadt, Island of Curoa- 


Orders, presumably given by the Presi- 
dent, were recently, issued to have all the 
guns lately bought in France used for drill 
ana target practice. The two big cannon 
just mounted at La Guayara, opposite the 
French Cable Co.’e office, were fired 
Thursday morning for two hours in the 
direction of Gano Blanco. 

The concussion in La Guayara was s0 se- 
vere that nearly all the botties in the drug 
stores fell from thelr shelves and were 
broken. Windows in many houses were 
smashed. 

La Guayara has two other big guns 
mounted on Fort Puerto Cabello, two on 
the fort of La Lijia and Maracaibo, three 
placed at the entrance of the bar on the 
Fort San Carlos.

Minister Bowen, according to Washing- 
ton dispatches, got a hard jolt when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the cabinet decided not 
to turn loose the “dogs of war’’ and sic 
them on Venezuéla overnight. In truth, the 
administration was taken down a peg oF 
two itself by the firm stand of President 
Castro when he flatly refused to arbitrate 
the American demands in support of the 
Asphalt Trust. Mr. Roosevelt decided to 
do nothing further for the present, at least. 
toward pushing the claims. 


A Slap in the Face. 


Officially it is explained that the situa- 
tion is unchanged, and that no crisis ex- 
ists. Unofficially, it is admitted that 
Venezuela's answer is @ sharp slap in the 
face. Though Mr. Bowen was simply car- 
rying out his explicit instructions he will 
be forced to bear the brunt of it, as the

Fiven in the latter event it is improbable 
that the administration wovld make any 
war-like demostrations, for the Venezuelan 
reply has tied President Roosevelt's hands 
unless he is to use the United State gov- 
ernment ss a collection agency for the as- 
phalt trust, in a clair: which emphatically 
is —— by Venezuela, and that he ig 
not willing to do. 


Trust Declined Court’s Aid, 


There is at least a suspicion in the cabi- 
net that the Panas of the asphalt trust are 
not perfectly clean, and that the present 


trouble originated in a clash between the 
trust and rival asphalt interests. The trust 
called on the state department to sieze the 
first shinment of asphalt made to New 
York by President Castro's receiver. Mr 
Ifay refused, but told the attorneys for the 
trust that if they had as strong a case 
as waa represented they could go into the 
United States courts and tie up the asphalt 
The trust did not appeal to the courts, and 
regular shipments of aspheli have not been 
interfered with. 

All of the recent friction with Venezuela 
hes resulted from the sctivity with which 
the claim of the asphalt trust has been 
pushed by influential poiiticians. : 

President Castro’s refusal to accede to 
the demand for arbitration is basea on the 
assertion that there is nething to arbj- 
trate. The case of the asphalt trust he 
says, is pending in the Venezuelan courte 
where it must be decided, as the terms o 
the concession provide that all disputes 
shall be settled by the lecal courts. To 
take the case cut of the courts now and 
submit it to arbitration would be a viola- 
tion of the constitution, and woula be an 
admission that the Venezuclan courts are 
ignorant or corrupt, which he will not 
admit.

Three probationaries, patrolmen who suc- 
cessfully. withstood a long examination as to 
what is a policeman and what are his du- 
ties, were Friday afternoon made patrolmen, 
missioners under its merit system. 

The men who are now full-fledged 
patrolmen and entitled to wear the 
rew Easter helmets ani spring uniforms, 
which the board ordered at the same meet- 
ing. are John Gleason of the Carondelet 
district, Edward F. Lynch of the Dayton 
street district, and John H. Crone of the 
Angelica street district. 

There were twelve who competed for pro- 
motion; nine of them did not pass the 
examination and are still probationaries. 

Chief of Police Kiely conducted the ex- 
aminations, first in his office and then in 
the board room in the presence of the com- 
missioners. The police manual was the 
text-book, and graduations were made ac- 
cording to the intelligent anpreciation of 
the rules laid down marifested by the 
men who were questioned. 

“What is a policeman?” 
question. 

The police manual gives the answer as: 
“A person duly appointed to enforce and 
execute the criminal laws."’ That is an 
easy answer, and was not a stumbling 
block to any of the applicants. 

“What relation does a policeman bear to 
the community?” was another question. 

This answer was longer: “He is a ser- 
vant of the people, and should never aspire 
to be their master. The power that cre- 
ates a policeman and clothes him with au- 
thority comes direct frora the people, each 
of whom. no matter how humble his sta- 
tion in life may be, is entitled to kind- 
ness and official courtesy from public 
servants.”’ 

This answer also could be learned, as it 
was near the beginning of the examina- 
tion, and was not a stumblifg block.

Charles Agnew Pocock, 15-Year- 
Old Runaway, Tells of Hitting 
the “Blind Baggage.” 


“I have become tired of ‘bo-ing’: I should 
like to settle at my trade of sorting hurl 
in a broom factory.’ 

This was Oharles Agnew Pocock’'s -re- 
nunciation, made Saturday morning, of the 
‘hobo’ life which he hag been leading for 
the past year. 

Little is 16 years old. He is a son of John 
Pocock, a maker of automobiles at Rut- 
ledge, a suburb of Philadelphia. Charles 
Agnew Pocock spent Friday night in the 
holdover at the Four Courts with such 
drunks and sneaks and bums as the police 
dragnet gathered in durfng 20 hours. He 
will be taken in charge by the probationary 
officer to await word from his father, who 
has been informed by wire of his detention. 

Charles Agnew Pocock’'s is a strange per- 
Sonality. His face, if it were only brought 
under the influence of soap and water, 
would be quite cupid-like in its beauty—big 
blue eyes, soft, light-brown hair, dainty, 
finely chiseled features, and a small, smil- 
ing, Cupid's bow meuth. But the hair is 
matted, the face is fearfully dirty, and 
the delicately shaped hands are ditto. 

Hise manner is equally paradoxical. His 
words, spoken in a voice that is low, clear 
and well modulated, are a strange mixture 
of tramps’ slang and high school English; 
his pose is a mixture of the diffidence of 
a child and the self-confidence of an ad- 
venturer. 

“T have been a runaway (for several 
years,’’ he said to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er. “My mother died when I was quite 
small, and when my father married again 
I didn’t like my stepmother. So I ‘beat a 
sneak’ whenever I could. I used to ‘skip’ 
to Philadelphia, but after awhile the ‘cops’ 
got to know me, and every time I went 
into town I was ‘pinched.” So -March 2 
last I ‘blew away’ from that ‘berg’ and 
got out into the world. 


“Boed” Over the South. 


“T have ‘“boed’ the greater 
part of the South, North and 
South Carolina, Alabama, Mississippi and 
Texas, and have ridden every part of a 
train from the ‘rods’ @irders under the cars) 
te the ‘cushions’ (passenger car seats). | 
have made as much as 166 miles at a time 
on the ‘blind baggage’ (the front end of a 
baggage car) and have been ‘unloaded’ (put 

ff the train) numerous times. Usually, 
however. I managed to give the ‘brakeles’ 
(brakesmen) the slip. 

“On frequent ocassions I have been ‘un- 
loaded at remote points, and been com- 
pelled to ‘flop’ (sleep on the floor) In rail- 
road stations or even stables. I have lived 
chiofly by pony ogy (begging) at back 
doors,’ and haven't had to go hungry very 
often. 

“I have met all kinds of tramps, and they 
have tried to use me, but I would not have 
much to do with them. Now and then | 
have taken part In a ‘Mulligan’'— 

“Oh, you don't understand! A ‘Mulligan’ 
might be called a ‘hoboes’ banquet.’ The 
men gather at an appointed spot, and each 
of them is required to bring something. It 
may be a chicken or a piece of meat that 
has been ‘lifted’ (stolen) or ‘grafted’ 
(begged), or an armful of turnips or po- 
tatoes, or anything else that can be —- 
A pot is hung over a fire in the campin 
place, and everything is put Into this Dot 
and boiled. That is a ‘Mulligan.

He Proposes to Raise More Rev- 
enue Through Equalizing Taxa- 
tion—Disclaims Responsibility 
for Bad Candidates. 


To the Editor of the Post-Diepateh. 

In saying editorially today that I am 
making “magnificent promises of revenue 
without taxation,”’ you do me grave in- 
justice. I favor raising mote revenue to — 
the end that St. Louls may be improved — 
and beautified; but I want to get the 
extra taxes from those who are now pay- 
ing less than their fair share, rather than 
in¢rease our bonded indebtedness and thus 
increase the taxes of the small property 
owner, who is already paying his full pro- 
portion of the city’s expenses. The assess- 
ment on small property ranges between 6 
and 8) per cent of its selling value—call 
the average 66 per cent or two-thirds, 
Now, my position is this: Assess all prop- 
erty owners alike and there will be ample 
revenue for public Improvements, 

To illustrate: In 1008 (I avoid 1904 Bee 
cause of the World's «air and the fact 
that the earnings that year may have been 
unusually large) the.
